Unforgettable Millis Facts: 


- In 1885, East Medway seceded from Medway and later was incorporated as the town of Millis. 


~ In 1885, there were three schools. The Adams School. (named after the first school teacher Experience Adam) 
located where the present fire and police station are located. The Ellice School was located on Pleasant Street in 
section known as Rockville. The Daniell’s School was located on the corner of Ridge Street and Orchard Street. 


~ On December 14, 1896, the Daniell’s School burned and a temporary building for school was rented from John 
Crane. This building was the original “Old Neck School House”. 


- In 1890, Millis joined with Holliston and Medway to form a school district for the employment of Superintende: 
of Schools. Fred Tenney was elected as the first superintendent. 


- In 1900, a four year course was established in the high school. 
- In 1903, there were 64 students enrolled in the four year program. 


- In 1913, the town appropriated $2300 for the construction of a five-room brick building on Main Street to be 
known as the Millis High School. 


- Boys will be boys: “On more than one occasion the boys dislodged the trolley cable. bringing the car to a stand- 
sull and delaying education until the motorman could set it back on the wire.” 


- Girls will also have fun. They were known to “borrow” recess snacks from McCarthy’s apple orchard. 
- By 1928, the High School enrollment reached seventy-seven students and every desk was occupied. 


- In 1931, the Ellice and Adams grammer schools were transferred to the High School, which became known as t 
Millis Consolidated School. 


- In the early years, morning exercises consisted of a reading from the Bible, recitation of the Lord’s Prayer and thi 
Pledge of Allegiance. 


~ In 1935, the only boys’ cooking class in Norfolk County was formed at Millis High School. 


- During World War II, student gathered 600 pounds of milkweed for the armed forces to be used as filler in life 


Jackets and a group of boys made canes for the disabled servicemen at Cushing Hospital. 


- In 1954, grades 1 through 6 moved to a new school - the Clyde Brown School, named after the Principal of the 
High School and the Millis Consolidated School. 


- In 1961, 407 students entered the new Junior-Senior High School. 


- In 1973, students elected fellow student Joseph Nicholson to represent their interests at School Committee 
meetings, 


- In 1979, the Middle School was implemented in September. Grades 6,7,8 became the Middle School; grades 3, 
were in the Memorial School; grades 1,2 were in the Clyde Brown School.

~ In 1949 the Baseball team captured the Tri-Valley League Championship, the first baseball team in 20 years to 
bring the championship to Millis. 


- In 1950, Billy Goodman of the Boston Red Sox was the guest speaker at the school Athletic Banquet. 
~ In 1956, the Little League Organization was formed, there were 80 boys that played on the four teams. 


- In 1958, the town appropriated $1200 to construct a Little League Field on school property.

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Unforgettable Millis Facts: 


- In February 1886, the greatest flood in history cut Millis off from all the Surrounding towns. In some places the 
water was 5 ft above the road. 


- In 1890, the town appropriated $500 for street lamps, lit by kerosene. Also in that year, the first work began on 
waterworks for the town. 


- In 1899, the present town seal was adopted by a town-wide vote. 


- In 1927, a $4000 expansion changed the Adams school from a two-room building to a four-room building with 
tower for a recitation room. All students were transferred to the Adams school. 


- From 1900 - 1924, students living in the area of Village, Pleasant and Main Street were transported to school in 
trolley cars. 


~ In late June 1932, a tornado visited Millis. In late June of 2002 Millis was again visited by a mini-tornado near 
Farm and Village Streets. 


- In 1933, the High School received an auditorium, a library and additional classrooms as part of a $100,000 town 
meeting appropriation. 


~ Until World War II married women were not permitted to teach, and only then because so many men were called 
the armed forces. 


- In the 1940s, female teachers had to obtain permission to get married and continue to teach. It was not until the 
1960s that teachers could continue to teach while pregnant. 


- In 1947, a Cub Scout Troop was organized in Millis. 

- In 1948, the first students were sent to Boys’ and Girls’ State by the American Legion and the Auxilary. 
- In 1953, the Millis High School Fiftieth Anniversary was observed. 

- In 1954, Hurricanes Carol and Edna caused $100,000 damage. 

- In 1959, the first science fair was held at the high school, with over 100 participants. 

- In 1960, the school’s first National Honor Society Chapter was formed, there were 19 members. 


- In the 1960s, with the new High School open, a guidance director, a librarian, a full-time art supervisor and 
coordinators of math, science. english, social studies were hired. 


- In 1962, a foreign language laboratory was installed. 


- In 1963, the secondary school faculty conducted a self-evaluation in preparation of the first evaluation by the 
NEASC.

- The Old Stone Town Hall, originally the train station, was built by Lancing Mills. It includes unique labeled s 
from all over the country. 


~ There is only one town/city named Millis in the whole USA. The only thing close was Millis Falls. 
~ Senator John Kerry once lived in Millis. 

- The band Arowsmith once played at Millis High School. 

- In 1903, the High School Principal’s salary was $15 a week. The Superintendent's salary was $500. 
- The school colors were orginally crimson and white. 

- In 1931, thirty-one students from the high school were enrolled in various colleges. 


- In 1936, Education Aid night was held by the East Medway Grange of Millis. Over the next 24 years the Grange 
would lend over $6000 to graduates for furthering their education. 


- In the late 1880s, any student whose academic percentage for the term fell five percent below that required for 
admission was not allowed to attend the high school. 


- The first graduating class had only two students: Elsie Holland and Carrie Howe. 
- In 1925, Principal Clyde F. Brown gave out $2.50 gold pieces to honor students at graduation. 
- In 1933, the parents of the Class of 1931 established a Washington Trip. 


- During World War II, the school day was shortened so that students could go to work. Boys were allowed to lea 
school any time during their senior year to join the armed services. 


- Scott Maier of this year’s graduating class was the Bicentennial baby. 


- The Class of 2003 was the 100th class of Millis High School.
